Michael Pablo, the Mexican owner 
of the big herd of seven hundred 
buffalo which has been transferred to 
the Dominion government, weary of 
efforts to capture alive thirty-five 
tough old lawless bandits of outlaw. 
bulls, whieh have caused all the trou- 
ble and stampedes in gathering of 
herds, has decided to have them hunt. 
ed down. 

He has agreed to furnish any person 
wanting a buffalo with saddle horses, 
guns and all necessary equipment for 
a charge of two handred and _ fifty 
dollars per buffalo. As the head alone 


is worth five hundred dollars and hide ; 


one hundred more, the offer of both 
adventure and profit appeals greatly 
to sportsmen. 

Mr. Douglas has issued a cireular 
aetting forth the particulars of the 
buffalo hunt and calling for applica. 
tions for the chase. Among those who 
have already replied asking for reser- 
vations are Sheriff W. 8. Robertson, 
and James Ross, of Edmonton: S. A, 
Ramsey nad Colonel Walker, of Cal- 
gary; A. H. Forster and H. Y. Paul- 
ing, of Wainwright. 

Mr. Douglas returned to the city 
from Wainwright, having superintend.

buffalo received at the park last week. 
The buffalo hunt which Alberta sports. 
men will engage in will be the last to 
take place in’ America, when thirty.

‘THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON V.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR OCT. 30, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxvi, 1-16. 
Memory Verse, 13—Golden Text, 
Mark xiv, 8—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We are to have five lessons in this 
chapter, the greater portion of which 
is recorded by Mark and Luke also. 
‘The first five verses and the last three 
aire in the reguiar oraer of events, two 
days before the Passover, and Jesus 
again announces that He is to be crue 
eilied (verse 2). ‘the record says that 
not only had the chief priests, scribes 
and elders determined to kill Him, but 
they were actualy consulting us to 
how they could do it in a quiet man- 
ner without an uproar, for they feared 
the people. “Then entered Satan iuto 
Judas, surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve, and he went his 
wey and communed with the chief 
priests and captains how he might be- 
tray Him unto them,” and for thirty 
pieces of silver he agreed to do it in 
the absence of the muctitude (verse 15; 
Luke xxii, 36). Luke also tells us 
that during those last days He was in 
the daytime teaching in the temple, 
and at night He went out and abode 
lin the mount that is called the Mount 
jof Olives (xxi, 37). After such a re- 
)cord concerning Him whose witnesses 

we are and whose steps we are to fol- 
low shall we ever again complain if 
) we are hated for His sake, if one who 
professed to be our fiiend joins the 
enemy against us, 

The anointing by Mary is recorded 
by Mark and John also, but not by 
Luke. In Luke vii, 56-50, there is a 
record of an anointing which was also 
in the house of & man called Simon, 
but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the woman is unnamed and was 
confessedly a sinful woman, 

The event of our lesson today was 
six days before the Passover, and it 
was at Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha and Mary and 
Lezarus were all present. They made 
Him a supper, and Martha served, and 
Lugurus was one of them that sat at 
the tuble with Him Gloln xii, 1, 2). It 
wis on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of very precious ointment 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it both on His head 
vndoon His feet as He sat at meat, 
and the house was (lled with the odor 
ef the ointment. Compare the three 
records, Mary, like the other woman, 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her own tears with which 
she had washed His feet, while Mary 
wiped them after she hed anointed 
them with the ointment (Luke vii, 38; 
John xii, 3). In the one case it was the 
heartfelt gratitude of a truly penitent

David said, ‘Neither 
Wt oT offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord my God of that which doth cost 
me nothing’ (ID Sam. xxiv, 24), Let 
ts ponder as in His sight, the cost 
ef our worship of and devotion to 
Him, Finaneially how does it eom- 
pare with our worship of self and the 
world If we beeome as devoted to 
Him as Mary was not only will some 
Judas critteise us, but many profess. 
edly devoted ones will find fault also, 
for, while no one will, perhaps, con- 
demn our love for self and this pres- 
ent world, many will protest against 
too much «devotion to Jesus Christ. 
Welle let them, if only we ean heve 
Bis "She heth done what she could,” 
“She bath wrought a rood work on 
mie (Mark xiv, 6,8). Tf fault finders 
with devotion toe missions eould by 
any means hear His voice they would 
doubtless hear a “Let alone,” ‘Why 
trouble ve them’? (verse 10: Mark xiv, 
6).
